‘HE’S YOUR FRIEND,’ 
VETERANS ADVISED 


Ex-Governor’s Speech for 
New _ Lincoln in the 
White House Blamed. 


Atlanta’s Memorial Day pro- 
gram will be carried out as orig- 
inally planned despite resolutions 
of two Confederate organizations 
protesting the selection of former 
Governor Eugene Talmadge as 
speaker of the day, because of a 
speech at Lincoln’s tomb in 
which he advocated another “Abe” 
in the White House, 

The announcement was made 
last night by Mrs. Arthur McD. 
Wilson, president of the Atlanta 
Ladies’ Memorial Association, un- 
der whose auspices the program 
will be held. 

Previously, General M. Y. 
Griggs, commander of Camp 
Tige Anderson No. 1445, United 
Confederate Veterans, announced 
that 10 of the.12 veterans at the 
Soldiers’ Home would ride in the 
parade, but would not participate 
in ceremonies at Oakland ceme- 
tery. 

Stop at Gate. 

The veterans said *they would 
ride to the gate of the: cemetery, 
but would then turn back. 

At the time General Griggs 
made public his announcement, 
Mrs. Forrest Kibler, president of 
the Atlanta chapter of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, 
disclosed, her organization was 
protesting Talmadge’s appearance 
on the program and that its mem- 
bers likewise would turn back at 
the cemetery gates. 

Mrs. Kibler said: 

‘Members of the chapter felt 
that they ought to take a part 
in the public parade honoring the 
dead heroes of the Confederacy 
and those who are still living, but 
their automobiles will turn back 
at the cemetery gates and they 
will not go into the cemetery.” 

Griggs’ Letter. 

General Griggs, somewhat 
stooped but vigorous in spite of 
his 94 years, sent the following 
letter, through Mrs. E, B. Wil- 
liams, secretary of the organiza- 
tion, to Mrs. Wilson: 

“At a meeting of the Tige An- 
derson Camp, No. 1445, United 
Confederate Veterans, held on 
Friday, April 15, 1938, with the 
entire membership of eight vet- 
erans present, the secretary was 
instructed by a unanimous vote to 
write to the Atlanta Ladies’ Me- 
morial Association and _ protest 
against the selection of former 
Governor Eugene Talmadge as 
speaker of the day a. Oakland 
cemetery on our Memorial Day, 
April 26.

plete abolition of the undistribut- 
ed profits tax came today from 
an unexpected source—the sen- 
ate unemployment committee— 
but Roosevelt lieutenants in the 
house still insisted that the levy 
be retained. 


There was no sign that the new 
development would break the 
deadlock between the = senate, 
which has voted repeal of the 
tax, and the house, which has de- 
cided to retain it in modified 
form. 

Nevertheless, critics of the tax 
were heartened by the report of 
the unemployment committee 
headed by Senator Byrnes, Demo- 
crat, South Carolina, usually a 
strong supporter of the adminis- 
tration. The committee, which 
has been studying the cause and 
cure of joblessness, declared that 
enactment of revenue legislation 
along lines approved by the sen- 
ate “will be exceedingly helpful” 
in reducing unemployment. 

The senate bill, besides provid- 
ing for repeal of the surplus tax, 
calls for a flat 15 per cent rate 
on capital gains, in lieu of a 
house-approved graduated scale. 
Businessmen have contended that 
the. senate bill would encourage 
business and unfréeze capital. 

But President Roosevelt had in- 
dorsed the house measure. Chair- 
man Doughton, Democrat, North 
Carolina, of the house ways and 
means committee, doubted the 
Byrnes committee report would 
change the minds of house con- 
' ferees who have been insisting 
ben the house bill.

“We all know that the farm- 
er who buys on credit, whether 
it be a bill of goods at a country 
store or the very latest type of trac- 
tor, is following a highly uneco- 
nomic course of action. For what 
he considers a convenience, he 
pays an excessive interest rate.” 

Stable Foundation. 

Myers cited the reducdd de- 
mand for Federal Land Bank loans 
as an emphatic indication of the 
return of American agriculture to 
a stable foundation. 

“In the third farm credit dis- 
trict embracing North and South 
Carolina, Georgia and Florida, 
principal payments on current 
loans and payments in full over 
the year 1937 amounted to $4,636,- 
000,” Myers revealed. “The last 
year’s figure was $3,426,000.” 

In Georgia the land banks made 
nearly 4,000 first mortgage loans 
in 1934, totaling more than $9,000,- 
000, but last year there were but 
193 loans made in Georgia, to- 
taling $388,000, the credit gover- 
nor said. 

Explaining that similar reduc- 
tions were occurring throughout 
the nation, Myers declared “noth- 
ing more emphatic than this is 
needed: to indicate the return of 
American agriculture to a stable 
foundation.”

WITH THE CHINESE ARMY 
NORTH OR TAIERHCHWANG, 
SOUTH SHANTUNG PROVINCE, 
VIA SHANGHAI, Thursday, April 
21.—Two Chinese columns struck 
to the southeast of Yihsien today 
and trapped a Japanese force of 
several thousand men on the 
mountain called Tien-chu-shan. 

The Chinese were on the.offen- 
sive in the whole Yihsien sector 
and appeared to be giving the 
Japanese a,terrific beating. 

Artillery began bombarding the 
Japanese positions at dawn yes- 
terday -and infantrymen © later 
charged up the slopes of two 
mountains guarding the “front 
door of Yihsien,”. where a large 
Japanese army (earlier dispatches 
placed this force at about 10,000) 
is virtually surrounded in the 
city. 

Japanese Retreat. 

The Japanese began retreating 
before midday and by early after- 
noon Chinese flags were flying on 
both the mountain tops. 

The main Japanese force retir- 
ed in fairly good order to another 
peak—Tien-chu-shan. 

The scene of the battle here is 
a “V”"-shaped area northeast of 
Suchow-fu, where the ~ east-west 
fortified Chinese Lunghai railway 
line crosses the north-south Tient- 
sin-Pukow railway. 

’ The country is mountainous and 
artillery on the hills can dominate, 
the whole railway network. 

Tien-chu peak is surrounded 
and: if the Japanese are dislodged 
they face annihilation. Since they 
are without artillery their posi- 
tion looks hopeless. 

Throughout this whole sector 
the Japanese are huddled behind 
their defense works in an effort 
to avoid Chinese artillery fire 
which is the most effective I have 
seen during more than eight 
months in the field with Chinese 
armies.

More in Service Field. 


“Since 35 per cent of our youth 
are planning to go into the pro- 
fessions when there is work at 
present for less than 7 per cent, 
we must help develop more de- 
mands in the service field,” Graves 
declared.

Owensby Urges Attitude of 
Kindliness Toward Self in 
Psychic Troubles. 


By LUKE GREENE. 

Children should, be taught to 
make adjustments while they are 
young if they are to avoid mental 
iliness when they become adults, 
Dr. Newdigate M. Owensby, At- 
lanta psychiatrist, told a group of 
delegates to the 43d annual con- 
vention of the American Associa- 


tion for Health and Physical Edu-: 


cation yesterday. 

“One of the big troubles today,” 
he said, “is that mothers turn their 
children over to servants 
practically forget about them.” 

Another difficulty, he pointed 
out, is that the’ *youngsters 
more often taught to develop fears 
rather than to. make adjustments. 

Objects to “Don’ts” 
“The child who is constantly be- 


ing warned not to run too fast, or |. 


not to get out in the, sun, or not to 
play with other children is very 
likely to be affected in his later 
life,” Dr. Owensby said. “All of 
us are products of our training.” 

He expressed the opinion that 
mental illness has been brought 
about largely through the keen 
competition of the present day and 
stressed the need of more diver- 
sions and more hobbies. 

“Today we are matching wits 
with everyone, and naturally any 
organ that is used most is going 
to succumb first,” the psychiatrist 
explained. 

Troubles Not Inherited. 

Dr. Owensby emphasized _ the 
fact that mental disease are not in- 
herited, and added that one of the 
encouraging signs of the day is 
that more people are coming to 
recognize that mental illness is not 
a disgrace. 

Forty per cent of the people who 
go to a physician are suffering 
from mental sickness rather than 
physical disorders, he believes. 

He also warned against _ self- 
criticism and recommended the 
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practice of “thinking well of your- 
self.” The normal individual, he 
thinks; doesn’t become egotistic by 
such a practice. ~ | 

Think of Self as Friend. 


“If you are as kind to yourself |. 
as you are to your friends, if you | 
don’t condemn yourself any more; 


than you condemn your friends 


when they make mistakes, you'll) 


get along nicely,” he declared. 


People who are constantly talk- |. 


ing about their golf or their diet 
are mentally ill, in the opinion of 
Dr. Owensby. “We need exercise 
and -we-meed proper: diet but we 
don’t need to go around. telling 
everybody about it,” he said. 
“*"Keep in good physical condi- 
tion and you need not worry about 
vascular disturbances,” the psy- 
chiatrist advised. 
The majority of dementia prae- 
@x cases, he said, result because 
people become introspective — 
close themselves to the world and 
become maladjusted. 

Rooted in Childhood. 

Alfred Kamm, of New York 
University, said “mental illness 
does not strike suddenly, but its 
roots are in the activities of 
childhood days.” | 

“Sometimes I feel that educa- 
tion is failing, at least in part, 
‘when I see a valedictorian ad- 
mitted to a mental hospital as a 
hopeless case of dementia prae- 
cox two years after graduation,” 
he said. “Education should teach 
our youth how to live, but not in 
mental hospitals, reformatories, 
homes for delinquents and pris- 
ons. Somehow we must adjust 
our programs of education to fit 
the individual needs of our stu- 
dents more adequately.” 

He said physical educators as 
well as other educators. must pay 
more attention to the problem of 
personality development. 

Mental health, he contended, is 
new only to the extent that its 
proportions are new. “The per- 
centage of mental disorders, crime 
and delinquenty has never been 
higher and is increasing rapidly,” 
he said.

More than 280 pure-bred steers, 
said to represent one of the finest 
collections ever assembled in the 
state, went under the hammer. 
Total returns were a little below 
last year’s figures, but cattle ex- 
perts said the average price was 
higher than a year ago in rela- 
tion to today’s market. 

Satisfaction was expressed by 
the sponsors and participants 
alike. Buyers had an opportunity 
to get some of the finest beef in 
the state and the sellers were 
amply repaid for months of pa- 
tient “raising.” 

Sale a Minute. 


The sale, consisting of 150 sep- 
arate transactions, was run off in 
exactly three hours flat or an 
average of nearly one sale a min- 
ute. 

Full credit for the lack of lost 
motion went to Colonel F. M.

Lady Tweedsmuir’s declaration concerning 
books that “there is nothing like a good murder 
to take one’s mind off his troubles” is the first 
time we have heard of a “good” murder. Of 
course, the definition of her word “good” differs 
from its commonly accepted meaning. We have 
no hesitation in agreeing with her that a horrible 
or thrilling or mysterious murder can take one’s 
mind off his troubles, 

The psychological explanation is not only that 
the reader subconsciously feels his moral superior- 
ity in condemning the murderer, but more partic- 
ularly he also has a hunch that he is fortunate in 
not being the murdered one. This latter coincides 
with Clarence Darrow’s theory that unfortunates 
take a delight in reading the obituary columns 
because it emphasizes the reality that they are 
still alive. 

We can understand how a detective story can 
render an occasional “escape” from trouble, but 
the regrettable part of such “escape” is that it 
furnishes no real or cutlural pabulum, and can 


_be easily overdone. Factually, it is only a counter- 


irritant which, as a remedy, often proves worse 
than the disease.

(The following account from the President’s books con- 
tinues the story of his administration’s acts in Latin-American 


affairs. ) 


After the flight of General Machado, a provisional govern-. 
ment in Cuba was established, headed by Dr. Carlos Manuel de, 


Cespedes. This provisional gov- 
ernment was in turn overthrown 


on September 5, 1933. 

Thereupon the military forces 
in Cuba assisted in the installa- 
tion of a provisional regime com- 
posed of a committee of five ci- 
vilians, responsive to the authori- 
“ties of the army, to the students 
of the University of Havana and 
to a small group of agitators who 
had entered governmental activity. 


The new regime was not suc- 
cessful in obtaining any support 
from other bodies of public opin- 
ion in Cuba. The governmental 
system was thereupon modified, 
and the presidential system was 
again adopted. Dr. Ramon Grau 
San Martin, one of the committee 
of five, was selected as provi- 
sional President, 

This regime also endeavored to 
obtain the support of general pub- 
lic opinion. During this period 
our government was unwilling to 
accord recognition to the Grau 
San Martin administration because 
of the lack of general support of 
public opinion in Cuba and also

A statement was issued by me 
on November 23, 1933, primarily 
to inform the general public, both 
in the United States and in the 
rest of the American continent as 
well as in Cuba, of the reasons 
for our failure to recognize the 
Grau San Martin regime. — 

(Editor’s Note: It was felt, the 
statement said, “that no official 
action of the United States 
should at any time operate as 
an obstacle to the free and un- 
trammeled determination by the 

Cuban people of their own des~ 
tinies.”’) 

On January 18, 1934, Colonel 
Carlos Mendieta was installed as 
provisional President of Cuba, and 
promptly designated the cabinet 
of the provisional government. 

The government of Colonel 
Mendieta was supported by all of 
the recognized political parties in 
Cuba, and there were immediate 
evidences of overwhelming popu- 
lar support. Because of these facts 
and because of the apparent abil- 
ity of his government to main- 
tain public order, the United 
States extended recognition to the 
government of Cuba on January 
23, 1934. 

End of Platt Amendment. 

(Editor’s Note: A new treaty 
with Cuba was ratified by the 
United States senate on June 9, 

1934.) 

This treaty abrogated the old 
treaty of 1903, which contained 
the so-called Platt amendment. 
Under the latter, Cuba had agreed 
to consent to United States inter- 
vention in certain specified cir- 
cumstances, and had likewise 
agreed not to make treaties with 
foreign powers which tended to 
impair its independence, and not 
to contract any public debt beyond 
its ability to service from ordi- 
nary revenues. 

The treaty of 1903, in the light 
of the situation existing a gen- 
eration later, was an anachron- 
ism, and I early determined upon 
its replacement by a modern in- 
strument responsive to changed 
conditions. The treaty of 1934, 
which constitutes the present 
basis for our relations with Cuba, 
abrogated all of the above men- 
tioned provisions of the Treaty of 
Relations of .903. 

This action on our part in re- 
linquishing the special rights and 
the potential control which we 
had in the internal and exter- 
nal affairs of Cuba, not — only 
strengthened the friendship. be- 
tween Cuba and the United States, 
but very materially increased the 
good will and confidence with 
which we are regarded by all the 
other American republics. Here 
was additional definite proof that 
the United States was opposed to 
any further armed intervention in 
the American countries.

President Arias, of Panama, 
sent word that he wished to come 
to Washington, to discuss with me 
the whole question of Panaman- 
ian and American relations in the 
Canal Zone. I suggested that he 
come. He arrived on October 9, 
1933, and stayed at the White 
House until October 11, during 
which time we had a very sat- 
isfactory opportunity to discuss 
pending questions between our 
two countries. It was a very prac- 
tical way to deal with problems 
arising between nations. 

On October 19, 1933, we issued 
a joint statement, reviewing. the 
broad principles upon which we 
believed, after a completely frank 
discussion, a treaty between the 
‘two nations should be based. 

As a result of these conversa- 
tions, delegates of the Republic 
of Panama came to Washington 
to discuss formal agreements. 
These negotiations culminated in 
the signing of a series of agree- 
ments on March 2, 1936, defining 
the relations between the two 
countries, 

Montevideo Parley. 
(Editor’s Note — A White 

House statement on November 
9, 1933, announced completion 
of plans for a_ conference in 
Montevideo on December 3. The 
President, it said, considered the 
meeting “of such importance” 
that he had directed Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull to attend 
in person.) 

This conference was the seventh 
international conference of Amer- 
ican states. This was the first 
time, however, that the secretary 
of state of the United States was 
personally present as a delegate. 
Not only did Secretary Hull at- 
tend this conference, but on his 
trip ‘to and from Montevideo, he 
took occasion to visit Brazil, Uru- 
guay, Argentine, Chile, Peru, 
Ecuador, Colombia and Panama. 

This conference provided an 
excellent vehicle, not only for the 
proper application of the new 
good-neighbor policy of the United 
States, but also to induce the 
other nations of Central and South 
America to adopt and follow a 
Similar policy. 

I have already spoken of the 
attitude of mistrust and suspicion 
existing among the 21 republics 
in America before March 4, 1933. 
The first objective of our dele- 
gates at this conference was to 
tear down what was left by this 
time of the wall of misunderstand- 
ing and prejudice between our- 
selves and the other republics and 
to eliminate entirely any traces 
of enmity and resentment by their 
people toward us. 

I believe that the attitude and 
acts of our delegates at Monte- 
video were successful in con- 
vincing the other nations of our 
sincerity and determination to re- 
main a good neighbor. 


Conventions Adopted. 


Several instruments of interna- 
tional agreement were adopted at 
this conference to which the 
United States became a party; for 
example: (1) Convention on na- 
tionality of women; (2) conven- 
tion on extradition; (3) conven- 
tion on rights and duties of states; 
(4) additional protocol to the 
general convention of  inter- 
American conciliation of 1929. 

The cause of peace on this 
hemisphere was strengthened, not 
only by the signing of the addi- 
tional protocol above mentioned, 
but also by insistence at the con- 
ference that hostilities cease in 
the Chaco, and by the inaugura- 
tion at the conference of steps 
leading to the termination of the 
war between Bolivia and Para- 
guay. 

A broad constructive economic 
program was presented by Secre- 
tary of State Hull, and adopted at 
the conference. It attacked the de- 
structive commercial policies of 
artificial trade barriers and high 
protective tariffs. The govern- 
ments subscribed to the principles 
of reducing these tariffs and arti- 
ficial barriers to trade, of the 
abolition of export and import 
prohibitions and restrictions, and 
of equality of treatment and the 
adoption of the most-favored-na- 


-} tion clause. 


The convention of the rights 
and duties of states contained an 
article to the effect that no state 
has the right to intervene in the 
affairs of another. I believe that

the signing of this convention, 
after the positive refusal by the 
United States to intervene in Cuba 
in August, 1933, served to con- 
vince the other countries of this 
hemisphere of the absolute sin- 
cerity of this new 
tion policy on the™part of the 
United States. 
The outstanding achievements 
at Montevideo can be summarized 
as (1) creation of a new spirit of 
friendship and confidence among 
the republics of America; (2) the 
ing of a strong liberal trade 


Policy; (3) steps toward the estab- 


lishment of peace machinery: (4) 
steps in the improvement of inter- 
American communication and 
transportation; (5) collective 
adoption of the principle of non- 
intervention. 

On the whole it was responsible 
for improving and promoting a 
new era of permanent friendli-

Discloses Copy of Letter. 


' At the same time, Mr. Jones 
made public a copy of the letter 
Russell sent out on the resignation 
of Judge O. B. Taylor, associate 
general counsel for the HOLC, the 
letter disclosing that a similar 
communication went forth several 
years ago when another HOLC 
official resigned. 

The letter contains a postscript 
which Mr. Russell explained was 
added by a clerk without his 
knowledge. 

Discussing the attacks on Mr. 
Russell in congress for alleged 
abuse of the franking privilege, 
Mr. Jones said “a congressman is 
the last person in the world who 
should say something about mis- 
using the frank—they all do it.” 


Jones’ Statement. 

Discussing the Russell resigna- 
tion, Mr. Jones said: 

“To my mind this whole prop- 
osition is a ‘tempest in a tea- 
pot’ and the letter in question is 
one which might have been hastily 
written on behalf of any high of- 
ficial in the legal department who 
had served faithfully and well for 
@ number of years and then found 
it advisable to resume his private 
practice. The letter shows on its 
face that no ulterior motive was 
involved, and knowing Mr. Russell 
as I have from long years of as- 
sociation in the practice of law, 
I am frank to state that he is in- 
capable of doing an intentional 
wrong, and his chief sin was in 
commending a loyal associate too 
highly. 

“It was perfectly proper to ad- 
vise all the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation attorneys and mem- 
bers of that organization of the 
retirement of one of the highest 
officials in his department and of 
the reorganization of the legal 
department caused by such retire- 
ment, and it was likewise proper 
to use the franking privilege for 
such purpose. Personally, I regret 
that Mr. Russell should have act- 
ed so hastily in resigning, but he 
is of a very sensitive nature and 
would never let himself become a 
source of embarrassment to any 
one, whether from a _ political 
standpoint or otherwise. 

Reputation for Integrity. 

“Mr. Russell has attained a na- 
tional reputation for integrity and 
ability in the field of both law 
and business, and the public 
should know something of his high 
accomplishment in this respect. 

He was called to Washington in 
1932 and made general counsel! for 
the Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board, and as such, with no prec- 
edent to chart the way, prepared 
the congressional enactment which 
created the Home Owners’ Loan 

_Corporation, at a time when fore- 
closures were taking place a‘ the 
rate of 50,000 homes each month. 
He likewise drew the bill provid- 
ing for the federalization of sav- 
ings, building and loan institutions 
of the United States, which now 
number over 1,900, and through- 
has acted as general counsel and 
directed the legal activities of one 
of the largest enterprises in the 
United States without a breath of 
criticism as to any of his acts in so 
doing. In connection with these 
stupendous undertakings, involv- 
ing more than $3,000,000,000 of 
government credit, his work has 
been the subject of most favor- 
able comment in Washington and 
throughout the entire country.” 

“Help a Friend.” 

Mayor Hartsfield said he was 
confident the only thought Rus- 
sell had in writing the letter was 
to “help a friend.” 

“Horace Russell is as honest a 
man as I ever knew,” Councilman 
J. Allen Couch, who served in 
council with Russell a number of 
years ago, said. 

“I know he would do nothing 
wrong. Whatever he did was 
something to help somebody else 
and it was not to gain anything 
for himself.” 

Councilman John A. White as- 
serted he and Russell had been po- 
lititcally opposed, but he admired 
the Atlanta lawyer’s courage and 
honesty.

Horace Russell, who resigned yes- 
terday as general counse! for the 
Home Owners Loan Corporation 
after being criticized for a letter 
concerning a former HOLC of- 
ficial, said today the letter “was in 
bad taste.” 

“I’ve apologized to the board,” 
Russell said at a press conference, 
“and I am ready to apologize to 
anyone else. I regret it exceed- 
ingly.” 

Meanwhile Representative 
Church, Republican, Illinois, sug- 
gested that Russell be assessed 
$300 for each letter he sent out 
announcing the legal services of a 
former HOLC associate. 

Church declared the letters had 
gone out free of postage under a 
government frank, and asserted 
they provided “personal advertise- 
ment at the taxpayer’s expense.’ 
The number of letters was not dis- 
closed. 

Ramsey Black, assistant post- 
master general in charge of mail- 
ing privileges, said no investiga- 
tion of the letters was contemplat- 
ed now, as he had received no 
formal complaint. 


The letter announced the resig- 
nation of O. B. Taylor from the 
post of associate general ccunsel 
of the HOLC and praised him as 
a lawyer of “great ability.” Rus-

Banks Face Inflation. 

Stocks are bought in such times 
on the theory that rising prices 
stimulate business and that profits 
are more easily obtained when 
prices for goods are rising.

“The state of Georgia has taken 
in enough money on gasoline taxes 
during the last 10 years to pave 
every pig-trail in Georgia. In- 
stead of the money being used for 
roads, it has been used for every 
other purpose under the sun. 

“Build and maintain roads with 
these gasoline taxes and maintain 
a highway patrol that functions 
only as a group of traffic officers 
to keep down reckless Griving and 
speeding on the highways,” he 
urged. 

He also recommended a sales 
tax to make up for the money lost 
to the schools when the highway 
funds are returned to the high- 
way building program. The sales 
tax, hé said, should be levied on 
everything except necessities.

A remedy for “weak nerves” 
achieved tremendous popularity 
20 or 30 years ago, thanks to the 
testimonials of college professors, 
clergymen, lawyers and other 
brainy suckers, and faded from the 
after synical investigator ex- 

it as composed prinoipal- 
ly of “glorified cottage cheese.” 
Any kind of cheese, casein, the 
curd part of milk, is the richest 
of all staple foods in calcium and 
phosphorus. Whey itself contains 
four-fifth as much calcium as the 
curd does. | 

It is well recognized today that 
the ordinary diet.of Americans is 
more often deficient in calcium 
than in any other chemical ele- 
ment. 

One of the chief functions of 
calcium is to control nerve and 
muscle irritability. This is well 
recognized in physiology. 

So my advice to the “nervous” 
}s$— 

1. Take not less than a quart of 
milk daily or its equivalent in milk 
products—cottage chéese, any kind 
of cheese, skim milk, buttermilk, 
custards, ice cream, cream, butter, 
sour milk, curds or whey and var- 
ious flavored beverages consisting 
chiefly of milk. 

2. Take one or two eggs daily, 
cooked as you prefer, raw only if 
you.are too feeble to chew or swal- 
low solid food. 

3. Other desirable items in the 
high calcium diet which is good for 
“nervous” persons are peas, beans, 
carrots, peanuts, nuts, greens. 

4. Take from one to three 
courses of calcium, annually, each 
course eight to ten weeks of a suit- 
able calcium compound—calcium 
lactate, calcium gluconate, di-cal- 
ium phosphate, alcium carbonate, 
even calcium chloride, perhaps 30 
grains daily, to supplement the 
diet. 

5. At all times, especially while 
taking supplementary calcium, be 
sure to get an optimal daily ration 
of vitamin D—which is essential 
for the absorption and utilization 
of calcium whether from food or 
medicine. Calciwafers contain cal- 
cium gluconate, di-calcium phos- 
phate and the required amount of 
vitamin D and are as good to eat 
as candy.

Answer—Paint corn, wart or 
callus each night for a week or 
more with a solution of 30 grains 
of salicylic acid in one-half ounce 
of flexible collodion.

My daughter has what the doc- 
tor calls verruca on the bottom of 
her foot? (Mrs. T.) 

Answer—That is a five-dollar 
word for wart. The corn remedy 
may dispose of it. In some cases 
warts on the sole of the foot are 
obstinate and require light X-ray 
treatment. 

Tuberculosis and Sunlight. 

Please explain why people with 
T. B. are advised to avoid direct 
rays of the sun. I have been fol- 
lowing the cure for two years, and 
the doctor advises me not to stay in 
the sun. (Colo. Springs). 

Answer—Your doctor knows 
better than any other person 
whether you should take sun- 
baths. Generally exposure to 
direst sun is not advisable if there 
is any fever. Too stimulating. Too 
much reaction.

BY HAROLD SHARPSTEEN 
PLAY AT NOTRUMP. 


Declarer thinks in the terms of 
winners in planning the play at 
notrump contracts . . how to 
promote winning cards in both 
dummy-hand and his own hand. 

With all suits of equal value, 
tricks are normally won by de- 
clarer, at notrump, in three ways: 

Straight leads of high-ranking 
honor cards. 

Secondary honor-cards elevated 
to the position of winners through 
the principle or promotion and by 
the finesse. 

Established lower-ranking cards, 
which by reason of their strength 
in numbers, are promoted to the 
rank of winners. 


HONOR-CARDS. 

Usually only about eight of the 
total of 20 honor-cards of a deal 
actually win tricks . . . whether 
held by declarer or defenders. The 
remaining 12 are either lost to 
higher-ranking cards, are trump- 
ed, shut out, sacrificed to promote 
long-suit cards, or are caught in 
the mesh of finesses, end-plays or 
squeezes. 

LONG-SUIT CARDS. 


Generally five of the low cards 
in each deal are promoted to win- 
ners. The remaining 27 low cards 
serve as guards and exit cards, 
and are utilized by the defense to 
convey signals and information. 

The logic of play for defender 
or declarer is to cash and protect 
established winners, promote po- 
tential winning cards and to avoid 
unnecessary loss of tricks. 

Declarer, in outlining his cam- 


paign of play, trains himself to} 


take full advantage of his exclu- 
sive privilege of uniting the hon- 
or-trick strength of the two hands, 
suit for suit, while defenders’ side 
is necessarily deprived of this 
convenience. 

Notrump play is based upon 
first establishing the most-promis- 
ing suit, maintaining and creating 
entries in both hands ... hold- 
ing up command of weak suits ag 
long as possible. 

Before playing a card, declarer 
carefully sizes up the situation 
and then decides on his line of 
play.

THIN 
CULT TO PICK UP POUNDS 
AND CURVES 


It used to be that thinness was 
the fashion, but the boyish form 
has gone. with the windblown 
bob. We still want to be slender 
but with curves—and the thin girls 
are actually making an effort to 
eat more food which is no picnic 
when your appetite is as 
as the April weather. 

If you miss your regular meal- 
time, you probably lose all in- 
terest in food. For example, you 
may be accustomed to having your 
lunch around 12 o’clock and when 
you are forced to wait until much 
later than that time you redlize 
that your fatigue is partly due to 
lack of food. But when you try 


sandwich! | 


your’ meals on time, you must 
cater to your appetite when your 
job keeps you past your meal 
hour. First of all, find a quiet, 
cheerful nook where you can re- 
lax and don’t order a sandwicn! 
Order a cup of hot soup and sip 
it very slowly. You may find that 
the soup, which goes down much 
more easily than a sandwich, has 
revived your appetite. 

If it has, then order a creamed 
dish with toast, a salad or even 
a baked potato, which is one of 
foods. 
Otherwise, have a glass of whole 
milk and one of your favorite 
cooked fruits with a pitcher of 
cream. Even though your appe- 
tite has gone back on you, you 
can manage to acquire a fair share 
of calories. You can’t go without 
meals and pick up curves. 

Your feeble appetite may be 
caused by taking too many foods 
rich in fat, excess sweets, or a 
lack of vitamins. The food you 
choose has a great deal to do with 
the development of a healthy ap- 
petite. In asthenic underweight, 
the digestion is usually poor and 
easily upset by too rich or too 
sweet foods. Weight can be gained 
more steadily on simple menus. 
Butter and cream are readily di- 
gested forms of fat which help to 
make the diet nourishing. 

Sweets should be taken only at 
the end of the meal, but fruit 
juice or milk may be taken be- 
tween meals as long as they do 
not interfere with the regular 
meal. Your menus should contain 
whole grain cereals, fresh fruits, 
green leafy vegetables. A bal- 
anced diet will tend to build up 
a normal appetite and to improve 
your nervous system. 

The thinnest girls among the 
nervous underweights consistently 
take too little food. It had been 
found that from 1,800 to 2,000 
calories per day is the average 
among underweight young women, 
and this amount of food is @too 
little to bring the weight to nor- 
mal. Gradually adding to the food 
intake will build up the food 
capacity and eventually you will 
begin to put on curves.

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Television Vividly Brings Big Sports 
Events to British People 


LONDON, England—(By Mail)—It never occurred to mé} 


to ask before leaving America last November, but | would like 
to know if we people are doing anything with television? 

Because our cousins, the English, are doing something. 
There is one television theater in London offering daily pro- 
grams. And so help me, if the finish of the Oxford-Cambridge 
boat race wasn’t offered for general television service and the 
near 2,000 citizens who have television sets, saw the finish of: 
the race, heard the talks by the winners and losers, and wit-. 
nessed even a part of the race. All this in their own homes.’ 

And likewise, so help me, if they didn’t put on the entire 
rugby football game a few weeks back when Scotland defeated 
England. People sat in their homes and'saw and heard every 
play of the game the instant it was played -on the field. 


They can’t get it very far out of town as yet, about 
70 miles being the greatest distance the pictures have 
been projected through the air. 

It’s a bit like radio to me. -1 don’t quite believe it. But 
there it is. Being an innocent abroad, I am a steady customer 
at the television theater. It must be true even though it does 
seem as fantastic as a magician’s tricks. They are saying 
around town that all they are waiting on is an improvement 
in the price and the manufacture of the receiving set. When 
it is cheap enough they will be ready to go to town, so to 
speak. Or should we say get out of town? 

I just wonder if we are doing anythigg about it 
at home. The English can’t make good movies: but 
they do seem to have something on the ball in tele- 
vision. 

The English don’t permit any advertisements on the radio. 
There is a license fee for each receiving set and the British 
Broadcasting Company takes charge of radio. There is one 
firm which annoys the British. They put up a station in-France 
and if a British subject wishes to have his programs mixed 
with ads he may. 

THE GRAND NATIONAL MOVIES. 

I at last got around to seeing the movies of the Grand 
National at-Aintree. From the press box one sees only a part 
of the race. It is run over a track a bit more than two miles 
long and even an Argus-eyed person can’t see all that.

The outfielder telegraphed Bar- 
row from San Francisco today that 
he would accept the club’s terms 
to end a holdout he started on 
January 21. At that time he de- 
manded $35,000 for his services 
but later he raised the ante to 
$40,000. 

LEAVES WEST COAST. 

DiMaggio will report to the 
Yankees by Saturday morning. He 
left San Francisco teday and will 
be in uniform for the Yankees 
game with the Washington Sen- 
ators Saturday afternoon. — 

Yankee officials emphasized he 
would have to get into condition 
at his own expense and would not 
be put on salary until Manager 
Joe McCarthy decides he is ready 
to play. This means that DiMag- 
gio will lose $162 a day until he is 
ready to play, unless the Yankees 
relent and date his salary from the 
start of the season. 

The move was entirely DiMag- 
gio’s. The Yankees emphasized 
the fact that after the young Ital- 
ian-American centerfielder had 
turned down their $25,000 offer, 
no secondary offer had been made. 

Barrow pointed out that no se- 
cret bonus clause for a good season 
had been offered DiMaggio.

The work of vultures may seem 
rather ugly, but it is important 


These birds are carrion-ea 
that is, they eat the bodies o 
animals.

In the world of nature, great 
numbers of animals are killed and 
eaten by others, but some die by 
accident, disease or old age. 
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Turkey buzzards are fairly large 
birds. Their outspread wings some- 
times measure five feet from tip 
to tip. They make their nests on 
the ground, or near it, usually in 
openings between rocks, or inside 
caves, 

The largest of all vultures is 
the condor. This gigantic bird is 
common along slopes of the Andes 
mountains in Peru and Chile. 


What size the condor has! Often 
its wings spread out from 9 to ll 
feet. The only living bird with a 
gd wingspread is the alba- 

OSs. 


As we might expect, in view of 
its great wings, the condor is a 
powerful flyer. It circles about 
the tall peaks of the Andes, look- 
ing for food. From time to time, 
it sees something below, and down 
it speeds. Probably no other birds 
are more sharp-eyed than condors 
and other vultures. They can see 
small objects at a great distance. 


The nests of condors are made 
along the sides of cliffs. The nests 
do not amount to much, being 
only a few sticks put. together. 
Not more than two eggs are to be 
found in a nest. The young are 
slow in learning how to fly, and 
do not win full power in the art 
for almost a year after hatching. 

The California condor is a bird 
very much like the condors of Peru 
and Chile. It grows to just as great 
size, but it is not common now- 
adays except in a section of south- 
ern California.

Defense Chairman Warns 
on ‘Ambitions of Foreign 
Aggressors.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—() 
Mrs. Vinton Earl Sisson, national 
defense chairman, warned Daugh- 
ters of the Américan.. Revolution 
today aginst “uncertain ambitions 
of foreign aggressors” and “sub- 
versive influences” attacking this 
country from within. 

In her annual report to the D. 
A. R. congress, shortly after an 


announcement that President 
Roosevelt will greet the delegates 
tomorrow afternoon, Mrs. Sisson 
urged “hearty approval” of the 
President’s naval expansion bill. 

A strong navy sufficient to pro- 
tect both coast lines, she said, 
should be this government’s an- 
swer to “any and all who turn 
covetous eyes toward the western 
hemisphere.” 

Turning to internal conditions, 
Mrs. Sisson said subversive influ- 
ences, which she did not name, 
have penetrated “even into the 
agencies of government” and “at- 
tempted to enter the ranks of that 
great American. institution, the 
American Federation of Labor.” 

In regard to the latter, she said 
there is cause for rejoicing “that 
American Jabor on the whole will 
have nothing of radical dictator- 
ship and chooses to fight for its 
just rights standing up and not in 
the posture of Riley’s Boy in 
June.”
